Lower Bucks County businessmen edged into 
the New Year with cautious hope, some skepti­ 
cism and a wistful eye on the new' administra­ 
tion settling into harness in the nation’s capital. 
“We are, in this area, at the very eastern tip 
of the greatest concentrations of industry in the 
world,” Earle S. Tomlinson, executive manager 
of the Lower Bucks County Chamber of Com­ 
merce, explained. “And we pretty much follow 
the national economic trend,” he added. 
Cautious Optimism 
The national forecast is up and local busi­ 
nessmen embroidered their forecasts for the new 
year with “cautious optimism.” 
“Prospects ahead for the steel industry ap­ 
pear better than they have been for some time. 
Even should the present lull in business activity 
continue for the next few months, spring should 
bring normal seasonal gains in steel use in con­ 
struction, agriculture, canning and railroad work. 
This, plus the end of inventory liquidation, indi­ 
cates some increase in steel output,” states Roger 
M. Blough, chairman of the United States Steel 
Corporation. 
Further Gains 
“When the nation once again experiences a 
resurgence in total economic activity, and this 
could happen not too many months away, further 
gains in steel output would result,” Blough states. 
Just when the upturn will occur is a source of 
wide speculation. All believe it will come, spurred 
by the ever-expanding population and the fiscal 
policies to which the new administration has 
sworn fealty.
